GERMANS ABOUT TO LOSE 
BAPAUME STRONGHOLD 


Right and Left Wings of 
British Enveloping Posi- 
tion and British Center On- 
ly a Scant Three Miles 
From the Place. 


New York, February 26.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Over a front-of eleven 
miles, from the region of Gommecourt, 
north of the Ancre river, to the district 
of Gueudecourt, south of the river, the 
British have pushed forward their lines 
to a depth of two miles, according to 
the British official communication. The 
maneuver has served to throw forward 
the right and ieft wings of the British 
in an enveloping move toward Ba- 
paume, the German stronghold in this 
region, and to place the British center 
at Warlencourt-Eaucourt, a scant three 
miles from Bapaume.

BRITISH FORCES 
STILL ADVANCING 
IN SOMME REGION 


London, February 26.— The British 
advance along the Ancre river has at- 
tained a depth of two miles and ex- 
tends along a front of about eleven 


miles, according to the official report 
from British headquarters in France to- 
night. 

The text reads: 

“The movements referred to in the 
communications Saturday and Sunday 
were maintained during the day on 
both banks of the Ancre. Our ad- 
vance extends over a 
eleven miles, from east of Gueudecourt 
to south of Gommecourt, and has at- 
tained a depth of two miles. 

“In addition to the village of Serre 
reported yesterday, we now occupy 
the strong point known as Butte de 
Warlencourt, and the villages of War- 
lencourt-Eaucourt, Pys and Miraumont. 
We have reached the outskirts of Le 
Barque, Irles and Puisieux-au-Mont. 

“A hostile attack made early this 
morning on one of our posts south of 
the Somme was driven off with loss. 

“We carried out a successful raid this 
morning north of Arras and captured 24 


prisoners. We also entered the enemy’s 
trenches during the night west of Mon- 
chy-aux-Bois and west of Lens, and 
brought back a few prisoners. The hos- 
tile artillery was more active than usu- 
al during the day south of the Somme, 
and also south of Ypres. We carried 
out a suceessful bombardment of a 
number of points and causéd an explo- 
sion in the enemy lines. 

“In the course of the air fighting 
vesterday one German airplane was de- 
stroyed; another was driven down, 
damaged.” is 


FRENCH RAID 
GERMAN LINES. 


Paris, February 2¢.—‘“Late yesterday 
French detachments broke into the 
German lines near Ville-Sur-Tourbe (25 
miles west of Verdun), destroyed a 
number of shelters, and brought back 
prisoners and materials,” says today’s 
official announcement. “Two surprise 
attacks by the enemy, one on one of 
our trenches, north of Beaulne, north- 
west of Soissons, the other one on one 
of our posts northwest of Avocourt, 
were broken up. We took prisoners, 
including one officer. 

“There was intermittent cannonad- 
ing at some points on the front. 

“Yesterday our pilots brought down 
three German airplanes. One of these 
machines fell in our lines near Mersy, 
in the vicinity of Hheims; the second 
south of Pinon, 
southeast of Altkirch. Our squadrons 
threw numerous projectiles on Div- 
ouacs and munitions depots near Spin- 
court, where a number of explosions 
were heard; on the aviation grounds 
and hangers at Buzancy, the railways 
at Ars-Sur-Moselle, and on railway sta- 
tions at Boussewiller and Woelfling, in 
the region of Wissembourg.”’ 

Tonight's official communication 
reads: 

“Our artillery carried out effective 
fires a the German organizations in 
Belgium inthe region of the dunes and 
east eer Malancourt wood. We deliv- 
ered a surprise attack against an ene- 
my salient north of the Tahure, bring- 
ing back prisoners. There is nothing 
to report on the rest of the front. 

Belsian Communication: “Along the 
whole Belgian front there was sustain- 
ed artiHery fighting on both sides with 
moderate intensity, especially in the 
direction of Noordschoote and Steen- 
straete, where the trench guns were 
active during the course of the after- 
noon.”

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Atlanta is to be tie home of a large 
automobile manvyfacturing plant, em- 
ploying a hundred or more men, and 
turning out 2,000 automobile per year. 

At the head of the organization is 
George W. Hanson, the well-known au- 
tomobile man,

Associated with him will be Don 
Ferguson, one of the best known en- 
gineers of the country, who has spent 
many months designing the new car 
and who will be chief engineer, and 
Arthur Burdette, one of the city’s lead- 
ing young business men, who ‘will be 
actively connected with the company. 

A factory site has already been se- 
cured, and production will be begun 
about the first of April. 

Cars Arrived Monday. 

Two cars—exact fac stmiles of the 
car to be built here—which were made 
under the direct supervision of En- 
gineer Ferguson—arrived in the city 
Monday night, and will be installed at 
the Southeastern Automobile show 
Tuesday. 

More than thirty of the south’s lead- 
ing dealers——men who have formerly 
handled cars for Mr. Hanson—are in 
the city anxiously awaiting a look at 
the ‘“‘Hanson Six,” and in conference 
Monday with Mr. Hanson practically 
all of them contracted for the new 
Georgia car. 

Just now the price of the car has not 
been fixed, as Mr. Hanson prefers that 
the public should first see his new 
product and pass upon it, and it is also 
his desire. to complete all his details, 
determine the exact cost after 
ing such a car and then fix the price. 
However, it is understood that the 
new “Hanson Six” will be among the 
thousand-dollar class. 

The establishment of this plant will 
mean much to this city. When it was 
known by other southern cities 
Mr. Hanson contemplated the establish- 
ment of this plant here, strong effort 
was made to get the location of the 
plant. in their cities. But Mr. Hanson 
recognized the advantages of Atlanta 
as an automobile distributing point, 
and being loyal to his home city, no 
inducement could persuade him to go 
elsewhere.

In the absence of official information 
expected hourly from Consul Frost, no 
official would venture an opinion on the 
outcome of the sinking, beyond saying 
that it would gravely complicate the al- 
ready critical situation with Germany. 
Whether it may prove to be the ‘‘overt 
act” will depend entirely on the actual 
facts expected tomorrow.

The most serious con- 
cern of the president’s friends is that 
out of the situation an impression may 
go abroad, as on previous occasions, 
that the united force of congress does 
not stand behind him. 


WAR DEPENDS 
UPON GERMANY. 


The armed neutrality which the pres- 
ident proposes does not look to war; 
whether it shall become war depends 
upon those who infringe upon the 
rights it seeks to protect. There ig 
ample historical precedent for it; 
northern Ewrope, under the leadership 
of Russia, formed a league and used it 
to protect its commerce in the wars 
between Hngland and France and 
France and Spain. 

Although the president, when hé sév- 
ered diplomatic relations with Germany, 
invited other neutrals to follow his 
lead, he has not, so far as is known, 
suggested that neutrals join the United 
States in the armed neutrality he pro- 
poses. All foreign governments, how- 
ever, have been officially advised of 
his address to congress today and of- 
ficial copies have been delivered to 
their diplomats here. By wireless the 
text was sent to Berlin. 

The precedent set by John Ad- 
ams to protect the commerce § of the 
United States against the “predatory 
violence” of France during the Na- 
poleonic wars draw a striking parallel 
to the situation which confronts 
President Wilson. Congress authorized 
Adams to protect American ships and 
lives at sea by armed forces and to 
raise an army. 

Now, as then, congress is asked to 
empower the president to act as may 
become necessary. Every confidence 
is expressed at the white house that 
congress ultimately will act as the 
president asks, taking into account his 
efforts of more than two years to pre- 
serve peace as suffiicent evidence that 
he does not desire to plunge the coun- 
try into war. 

No steps toward the arming of mer- 
chant ships are to be taken until con- 
gress acts. The convoying of mer- 
chantmen is not approved by naval au- 
thorities as an effective or desirable 
strategic policy. 

One collateral feature has not been 
wholly cleared up. Efforts to have 
President Wilson call a conference of 
neutrals to formulate a uniform decla- 
ration of the rights of the nations not 
at war are going steadily forward and 
there are indications that they are fa- 
vored in administration quarters. Sug- 
gestions to this effect have come from 
more than one of the European neu- 
trals since diplomatic relations with 
Germany were severed. Secretary 
Lansing, who has been away for a 
three-day stay at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., is to return tomorrow, 
and it is possible that some develop- 
ments may follow. There is no official 
ground for a statement that he has 
been at work on something for the 
president, but the impression prevails 
that he has. 


CHANGES WANTED 
BY REPUBLICANS. 


Introduction of the bill in the house 
embodying the president’s suggestions 
followed numerous conferences on the 
subject between senate and house 
leaders. 

Republican members of the foreign 
relations ‘committee let it be Known 
that when the committee meets tomor- 
row they will seek to modify the 
measure in several particulars. They 
want to eliminate from the first clause 
the qualification to the authorization 
to the president for arming merchant 
ships, reading “should it in his judg- 
ment become necessary for him to do 
so,” and to direct as well as empower 
the arming. The second clause, which 
would empower the president “to em- 
ploy such other instrumentalities as 
may in his judgment and discretion 
seem necessary” they will seek to 
modify and make more specific. 

Some of the republicans object to the 
provisions leaving arming of ships to 
the president's judgment because they 
declare this form of expression implies 
that the emergency for arming of ships 
does not yet exist, when they believe 
that it does exist and has existed for 
some time. 

Many of the minority say there can 
be no criticism of the president for 
asking broad powers in the emergency 
because there are many precedents for 
it in the history of the country. Mc- 
Kinley was given power to employ 
broad powers and methods before the 
Spanish war, the republican's admit, but 
they say that this situation is more 
grave than that whith confronted the 
country in 1898.

‘Tort of Wilson’s Address 


On the Submarine Crisis 


President Asks Congress 
for Broad Powers to De- 
fend American Lives and 
Property on the High Seas. 
Refers to Blockade of U. S. 
Ports. 


= 


Washington, February 26.—Presi- 
dent Wilson arrived at the cap- 
itol just before one o’clock and prompt- 
ly at that hour stepped up to the 
clerk’s desk in the hall of the house 


where both branches of congress, meet- 
ing in special joint session, were as- 


sembled before him. He spoke as fol- 
lows: 

The President’s Message. 
“Gentlemen of the congress: 

“I have again urged the privilege of 
addressing you because we are moving 
through critical times during which it 
seems to me to be my duty to keep 
im close touch with the houses of con- 
gress so that neither counsel nor action 
shali run at cross purpose between us. 

“On the third of February I oOffi- 
cially informed you of the sudden 
and unexpected action of the imperial 
German government in declaring its 
intention to disregard the promises it 
had made to this government in April 
last and undertake immediate subma- 
rine operations against all commerce, 
whether of belligerents or of neutrals, 
that should seek to approach Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Atlantic coasts 
of Europe, or the harbors of the eas- 
tern Mediterranean, and to conduct 
those operation's without regard to the 
established restrictions of international 
practice, without regard to any con- 


sideration of humantiy even which 
might interfere with their object. That 


‘policy was forthwith put into practice. 


It has now been in active execution for 
nearly four weeks. 

“Its practical results are not fully 
disclosed. 

“The commerce of other neutral na- 
tions is ‘suffering severely but not, 
perhaps, very much more severely than 
it was already suffering before the 
first of February, when the ney policy 
of the imperial government was put 
into operation. We have asked the 
co-operation of the other neutral gOov- 
ernments to prevent these depredations, 
but I fear none of them has thought it 
wise to join us in any common course 
of action. 

Our Commerce Suffering. 

“Our own commerce hus suffered, 18 
suffering, rather in apprehension than 
in fact, rather because so many of our 
ships are timidly keeping to their 
home ports than because American 
ships have been sunk. 

“Two American vessels have been 
sunk, the Housatonic and the Lyman 
M. Law. The case of the Housatonic, 
which was carrying foodstuffs con- 
signed to a London firm, was essen- 
tially like the case of the Frye, in 
which, it will be recalled, the German 
government admitted its Hability for 
damages, and the lives of the crew as 
in the case of the Frye were safe- 


guarded with reasonable care. 


“The case of the Law, which was 


carrying lemon box, staves to Palermo, 


disclosed a ruthlessness of method 
which deserves grave condemnation, 
but was accompanied by no circum- 
stances which might not have been ex- 
pected at any time in connection with 
the use of submarineS against mer- 
chantmen as the German government 
has used them.

I believe that the people will 
be willing to trust me to act with re- 
straint, with prudence, and in the true 
Spirit of amity and good faith that they 
have themselves displayed throughout 
these trying months; and it is in that 
belief that I request that you will au- 
thorize me to supply our merchant ships 
with defensive arms should that be- 
come necessary, and with the means 
of using them, and to employ any other 
instrumentalities of methods that may 
be necessary and adequate to protect 
our ships and our people in their legit- 
imate and peaceful pursuits on the seas. 
I request also that you will grant me 
at the same time, along with the pow- 
ers I ask, a sufficient credit to enable 
me to provide adequate means of pro- 
tection where they are lacking, includ- 
ing adequate insurance against the 
present war risks. 


For Fundamental Human Rights, 


“IT have spoken of our commerce and 
of the legitimate errands of our people 
on the seas, but you will not be misled 
as to my main thought, the thought 
that lies beneath these phrases and 
gives them dignity and weight. It is 
not of national] interests merely that 
we are thinking. It is, rather, of fun- 
damental human rights, chief of all the 
right of life itself. I am thinking not 
only of the rights of Americans to go 
and come about their proper business 
wd way a — sea, a of some- 

ng muc eeper, much mor - 
mental than that. — 

“I am thinking of those rights of 
humanity without which there is no 
civilization. My theme is ‘of those 
great principles of compassion and of 
protection which mankind has sought 
to throw about human lives, the lives 
of non-combatants, the lives of men 
who are peacefully at work keeping 
the industrial processes of the world 
quick and vital, the lives of women and 
children and of those who Supply the 
labor which ministers to their suste- 
nance. 

“We are speaking of no selfish ma- 
terial rights, but of rights which our 
hearts support and whose foundation is 
that righteous passion for justice upon 
which all law, all structures alike of 
family, of state and of mankind must 
rest, as upon the ultimate base of our 
existence and our liberty. I cannot im- 
agine any man with American princi- 
ples at his heart hesitating to defend 
these things.”’

Full Extent of German Re- 
tirement in Somme Area 
Not Yet Developed—Brit- 
ish Advancing at All Points 


British Headquarters in 
February 26.—(Via London. From a 
Staff Correspondent of The Associated 
Press.)—-The full extent of the Ger- 
man retirement in the’Somme area has 
not yet developed. Outpost fighting 
continued today between Strong British 
patrols pressing forward over the new- 
ly-yielded ground and the German rear 
guards who fell back under the fir 
of their heaviest calibered guns. 

There has been comparatively little 
light artillery fire, the Germans evi- 
dently depending on their heaviest 
guns mounted on railway trucks which 
could be rushed away at the last mo- 
ment in case of necessity. 

British Advance at All i 

The British continued to eg 
ward all along the line from just 
south of Gommecourt to Le Transley, 
the latter point apparently being the 
pivot from which the German retreat 
swings backward. The line had been 
carried well to the northeast of Serre, 
while Irles and Walencourt are in Brit- 
ish possession. Serre, Pys, Warlen- 
court and Miraumont, like other fa- 
mous points in the Somme battlefield, 


such as Pozieres, Courcelette and Con- | 


talmafson, long ago ceased to 
form as villages. The artillery fire 
they endured for months ulverized 
them to bits of stone and brick, the 
remnants of which now will be used 
by the British in restoring the roads 
to a passable condition. 

The weather cleared today and the 
obstructed by giant trees, mine crat- 
ers and other barriers.

Germans Leave “Heaven Trench.”

One of the German 
trenches which has passed into British 
hands had the official name of “Heav- 
en Trench,” although its condition 
suggested anything but that. 


The German retirement, coming so 


closely on the heels of unrestricted 
submarine war forms one of the most 
interesting phases of the war. The 
Germans gave the first intimation of 
the near approach of their retirement 
when they evacuated Grandcourt three 
weeks ago. This was evidence of new 
German tactics, for throughout all the 
bitter fighting of 1916 they never 
yielded an inch of ground until they

were driven out at the point of the 
bayonet. 

The backward movement inaugurat- 
ed at Grandcourt, now becomes the 
reatest retreat on this front since the 
attle of the Marne. The events of 
the last two days have sent a thrill 
through the entire British army, a 
thrill which seems to forecast the end 
of the “stationary” warfare. 


GERMAN U-BOAT IS SUNK 
IN ST. VINCENT PORT 


Boston, February 26.—The sinking of 
a German submarine in the harbor of 
St. Vincent, Cape de Verde Islands, 
by two Portuguese torpedo boats on 
the night of January 1 was described 
here by Arthur J. Jeffs, who claims to 
have witnessed the attack. Jeffs ar- 
rived today on the Norwegian steamer 
Fagerness. He said the submarine was 
attempting to cut the cable to Eng- 
land when it was attacked by torpedo 
boats and sunk by shell fire.

GERMANS BITTER 
AGAINST AMERICA 


Prof. Hans Delbrueck Says 
Germans Feel They Have 
Been Wronged — He De- 
fends Submarine Warfare. 


Berlin, February 26.—(By Wireless 
to the Associated Press via Tucker- 
ton, N. J.)\—Professor Hans Delbrueck, 
head of the department of history in 
Berlin university, and. also an influ- 
ential publicist with a large following 
in his capacity as editor of Dreussische 
Jahrbuecher, discussed the submarine 
situation today in answer to the re- 
quest of the Associated Press, regard- 
ing his views of the present campaign. 

Submarine Warfare. 

“For the great body of the German 
peoples,” he said, “the intensified sub- 
marine warfare has never been any- 
thing but a terrible weapon of defense 
against the enemy’s wanton breach of 
the law. The British government also 
has justified its naval measures as @ 
reprisal against the German measures. 

“But the test of good faith was ap- 
plied by America to both the German 
and English claim of acting only in re- 
prisal. The joint note of February, 
1915, asked both parties to forego the 
practices. Germany responded to_ the 
test by declaring her willingness. Eng- 
land refused. Had England accepted, 
there never would have died a single 
non-combatant by starvation in Ger- 
many, nor would any have lost their 
lives on the high seas through a Ger- 


man submarine.” ied 

“Do you believe that the intensified 
U-boat campaign would cease if Eng- 
land discontinued these illegalities to 
which you refer?” Herr Delbrueck was 
asked, and he replied: 

“We know that international com- 
merce will automatically resume just 
as soon as the unlawful British block- 
ade is raised. The blockade seems less 
frightful to you than the submarine 
warfare; it is farther away and less 
dramatic. 

“Tf there had been any outlook for 
peace on the line suggested in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s address, our decision 
would have been different,” Professor 
Delbrueck continued, ‘‘but we were 
confronted, under the entente’s terms, 
with dishonor and dismemberment. 

Rights of Non-Combatants. 


Replying to a question as to his 
views concerning the rights of non- 
combatants at sea, Dr. Delbrueck said: 

“The rights of non-combatants at sea 
can only be respected if they them- 
selves respect their duties as non-com- 
batants. British merchantmen have 
sunk U-boats by putting up sham de- 
fenses and by misuse of neutral flags. 
These have not been isolated cases, but 
are the results of a policy announced 
by the British admiralty. In this man- 
ner some of our submarine captains 
have paid with the loss of their vessel 
and crew for their efforts to safeguard 
the lives of non-combatants. 

“T now will speak of 
which causes us uneasiness.

Never before were the in- 
dustries of peace of a country not a 
belligerent in the war reorganized to 
kill. You people forged for our ene- 
mies these tremendously effective 
weapons of death, and we protested in 
vain.

Washington, February 26.—Newspa- 
per publishers from throughout the 


United States, meeting here today with 
the federal trade commission, voted 


to any conditions that would take from 
them any paper they have contracted 
for. Small publishers and members of 
the trade commission, however, pointed 
out that success of the proposal de- 
pended entirely on such a concession 
and when a vote was adopted not a 
publishers voted in the negative. 
Attitude of PublHshers. 

This resolution was adopted as rep- 
resenting the attitude of the publish- 
ers present: 

“Resolved, That the newspaper pub- 
lishers present at this meeting agree 
to use less news print paper in 1917 
than they used in 1916, with the 
thought in mind that this will create 
a surplus which will insure a supply 
to all newspapers, particularly the 
smaller papers, who have difficulty in 
securing an adequate supply; and we 
recommend to all newspaper publishers 
that they do likewise in our common 
interest.” 

Members of the commission had de- 
clared positively that no price arbitra- 
tion could be taken up unless publish- 
ers would co-operate to the extent of 
reducing tonnage if it became neces- 
sary. They said, however, that it 
might not become necessary for any 
publisher to use less than he needs. 
The danger as they saw it was that 
publishers would take advantage of 


the lower price to go into the market 
for large quantities of paper and bring 
about a shortage. The statement was 
made that the commission’s investiga- 
tion had shown there was no shortage, 
but that the margin between produc- 
tion and consumption was close. It 
was made clear the commission would 
enter into no arbitration plan with the 
price alone the factor and with no 
arrangement as to arbitration.

VACANT LOTS OF CITY 
OFFER WAY TO SOLVE 
HIGH COST OF LIVING 


Steps will immediately be taken looking 
to the utilization of thousands of vacant city 
lots in Atlanta and Atlanta’s vicinage for the 
growing of vegetable crops during the forth- 
coming spring and summer, by whoever of 
the landless people of the city may care 
do the work and garner the harvest. 

A year ago the Atlanta Federation 
Women’s Clubs put the idea in practice 
a limited extent, and with success, so far as 
the project went; but the plan this year is 
much more comprehensive—commensurate 


with the increased need for such a move- 


ment—and the results are expected to be 
much more far-reaching. 

J. C, Gentry, secretary-treasurer of the 
Atlantic Ice and Coal corporation, who is 
intensely interested in the project, called 
upon several of the leading real estate men 
Monday, and in no instance had he any dif- 
ficulty in enlisting their promises to donate 
whatever available vacant property they may 
have, rental free, to any person, who might 
care to cultivate it. In fact, they were eager 
to do this, since wherever this sort of thing 
has been done it has been found to add to 
a value of the property and to facilitate its 
sale,

WILL URGE PROVISION 
AT STATE SANITARIUM 
FOR ALL.DRUG ADDICTS 


Owing to the fact that there still remains 
to the credit of the state department of 


health in the state treasury some $1,742.33 


out of the $10,000 annual appropriation for 
the treatment of drug addicts, it is likely that 
the state board will recommend to the next 


session of the legislature that this appro- 
priation be not renewed. 

It is likely, however, that a recommenda- 
tion will be made to the legislature for the 
creation of some provision at the state sani- 
tarium for the free treatment of durg addicts. 

The status of the fund for 1916 and,the 
extent to which free treatment has _ been 
utilized in the several congressional districts 
of the state is brought out by the audit of 
the health department just completed by the 
Audit Company of the South. 

This report shows that out of 197 appli- 
cants for treatment 171 came back for treat- 
ment. Of this number, 52 were white women, 
115 were white men, 4 were negresses, and 
no negro males were treated. The cost per 
day per patient to the state for the treatment 
was $1.71 for whites and $1.14 for colored. 

The detail report shows the payments 
made by the state as follows: To Franklin 
Springs sanitarium, $5,528.70; Cordele sani- 
tarium, $501.93; Lena Lowe sanitarium, Cor- 
dele, $69.54: Douglas, Ga., Surgical Institute 
and Infirmary, $152.19; King’s Daughters’ 
hospital, Waycross, $246.24; Harbins hospital, 
Rome, $29.07; Drs. Wise & Wise, Plains,

There is no element of hysteria in the 
spirit, the tone nor the context of the mes- 
sage, and in all probability it would not have 
been delivered at this time but for the early 
passing out of existence of the present con- 
gress. 

It is plain now, as it was on February 1, 
that an “overt act” on the high seas by the 
Teutonic powers will mean armed hostili- 
ties between the two nations now cut off 
from diplomatic intercourse. 

The proper course for Americans is to 
be calm, yet ready for whatever might arise 
and to do whatever their duty to their coun- 
try might require them to do; ever hoping,

LICENSING WRITERS. 


Connecticut lawmakers are_ struggling 
with a measure intended, evidently, to bring 
the press of that good old colony squarely 
to its haunches. Pending in the legislature 
is a bill providing for the licensing of all 
newspaper writers, at $10 per head—on the 
hoof! 

Under it, before any editor or newspaper 
reporter would be permitted legally to 
“wield the trenchant (or facile, as the case 
might be) pen,” he would be required to 
pass an examination and procure a license 
—upon the payment of a fee of $10 to cover 
the costs incidental. But before an exami- 
nation could be taken, the applicant would 


have to qualify by six months’ experience as? 


a newspaper writer in Connecticut. 

By this it would seem that the intent of 
the sponsors of the bill is that there shall be 
no newspaper writing done in Connecticut, 
because they offer no explanation as to how 
a man can acquire “six months’ experience 
in Connecticut” in order to qualify for a 
license, without which no man—nor woman! 
—is to be allowed to do writing for publica- 
tion in Connecticut! 

Occasionally in the past, it is asserted 
authoritatively, legislators whose feelings 
have been hurt by some “trenchant pen” 
have sought to intimidate Connecticut jour- 
nalism, but to date the said “trenchant pen” 
has flourished with facility undiminished. 
This latest move, however, if it “goes, 
should “do the business!” It:certainly will 
clap the journalistic lid down with a bang, 
because, as a rule, newspaper workers are 
law-abiding folk. 

The writer’s license would hinge upon an 
examination before a commission appointed 
by the governor, and would be revokable at 
the pleasure of the governor or the com- 
mission. Therefore it is not altogether vi- 
sionary to predict that should the bill be- 
come the law of the commonwealth, the re- 
voking of editors’ licenses may become a 
favorite indoor sport of Connecticut gov- 
ernors.

Editor Constitution: It all depends on 
what the southern cotton planters do in the 
next sixty days. We have the situation in 
our own hands, what are we going to do? 
Are we going to increase our cotton acreage 
to such an extent as to raise a bumper crop 
of cotton and knock the price down to 7 or 
8 cents, or are we going to act sensible and 
keep the cotton acreage down to where there 
is a profit in raising cotton? By the first of 
May the cotton planters of the south will 
have written for themselves their destiny for 
1917 and 1918. As we all well know, if we 
plant a small crop of cotton we will not pro- 
duce a big crop, and every cotton farmer in 
the south knows that we get more money 
out of a small crop than we do out of a big 
crop. In 1914 we produced about. sixteen 
million bales of cotton; we sold that crop for 
about 7 centS per pound, and the seed for 
about $30 per ton, making $50 for bale and 
seed. In 1915 we cut the cotton acreage down 
about 20 per cent; we produced a little over 
eleven million bales and got a good price for 
the cotton and seed for the 1915 crop, and, 
on account of the short crop of cotton and 
high price it brought, the southern cotton 
farmer begins to recover from the big crop 
we raised in 1914. In the spring of 1916 our 
cotton planters of the south had forgot the 
disastrous big crop of 1914 and increased the 
cotton acreage about 10 per cent, and would 
have brought the price of cotton back down 
had it not been for the very wet season we 
had in the cotton states east of the Missis- 
Sippi river, which cut the cotton crop at 
least 20 per cent and saved the south another 
big crop. The result of the 1916 crop you all 
know; we produced about eleven and one- 
half million bales, following on the small crop 
of 1915, gives us a good price and unprece- 
dented prosperity such as the south has never 
seen before. It is a known fact that there 


4 is today more money in the south than ever 


before, farmers have bank accounts now who 
never had them before. Our banks in the 
south are full of money. Now let us look at 
this fact square in the face—what has brought 
this great change over our southland? Only 
one answer: Two short crops of cotton have 
done it. 

Here are the figures in 1914, the last big 
crop: A farmer planted 20 acres to the mule, 
he raised 10 bales at 7 cents per pound, $35 
per bale, $350; five tons of seed, $30 per ton, 
$150—$500. In 1916 this farmer cut his cotton 
acreage one-fifth and planted 16 acres, made 
eight bales, 18 cents per pound, or $90 per 
bale, $720; four tons seed, $60 per ton, $240— 
$960. You see, he has $460 more on four acres 
less land. There is more being written in our 
southern newspapers today than ever before 
on this one subject; it is only a plain busi- 
ness proposition when we look at it from a 
business standpoint. We notice from some 
of’ our eastern writers on this cotton crop, 
who say the world needs fifteen to sixteen 
million bales of American cotton this year. If 
we take their advice and raise them the 
fifteen or sixteen million bales, we will sell 
it for less than it cost us to raise it. No one 
has ever seen a big crop bring a good price. 
Some of the writers say the boll weevil and 
low-grade fertilizers will cut the production 
of cotton this year. I don’t think it advisable 
to risk it; our only sure chance for a continu- 
ation of our present prosperity is to keep

The Western and Atlantic railroad commis- 
sion began Monday the inspection of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad property for 
the purpose of completing the inventory 
which must be submitted to the governor 
before the new fifty-yvear lease to the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad is 
signed.

The proceedings, it was un- 
derstood, were instituted in an effort 
to have Thaw adjudged insane and 
his person and estate brought under 
control of the judicial authorities of 
Pennsylvania. The petition is return- 
able the first week in April. 


“Tf Thaw’'s lunacy is settled any- 
where, it will be in New York,” said 
District Attorney Swann, of New York, 
when informed of the move. “It is our 
intention to use every legal means to 
have Thaw taken to New Yorrk to an- 
ewer the indictment.” 

Three alienists, commissioned by Mr. 
Swann and Assistant District Attorney 
Black, will examine Thaw at the hos- 


pital here tomorrow.

BY DOUBT ABOUT LAW 


Gregory Asked for Construc- 
tion — Dispute About At- 
lanta-Macon Road. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 26.—(Special.) 
The work of highway improvement for 
which congress has made appropria- 
tion is being held up in several states 
pending a construction of the law by 
the attorney general, which has been 
sought by the office of public roads. 

A memorandum prepared by Logan 
Waller Page, the director, is on the at- 
torney general’s desk and has not yet 
received his attention in the crush of 
other business. Until it is acted upon 
the bureau does not Know how to pro- 
ceed. 

In Georgia a dispute has arisen as to 
whether the highway between Atlanta 
and Macon, which is expected to be- 
come one of the main ‘horoughfares 
of the state, can be improved through- 
out its length or only that part of it 
over which the United States mails are 
now transported. 

The interpretation placed upon the 
law by leading members of the senate 
and house committees on postoffice 
and post roads which framed the law 
so that any road may be improved by 
state highway commissions “over 
which the mail is now or may here- 
after be transported.” 

It would be the height of absurdity, 
they say, to improve a little stretch 
of road here and skip a few mile® and 
improve another stretch, leaving the 
part in between unimproved because 
not now used by a rural mail carrier. 

Senator Bankhead, of Alabama, 
chairman of the senate committee, and 
by Representative Bell, of Georgia, a 
member of the house committee, hold 
that the main Atlanta highway can be 
constructed under the law.., 

Mr. Page says his department is 
eager to carry forward the work, but 
in view of the conflict of opinion 
which has arisen, wishes a definition 
from the law department of the gov- 
ernment before proceeding.

New York, February 26.—The cotton 
market was quiet today with sentiment 
divided between nervousness over po- 
tical or shipping conditions, and bull- 
ish spot and weather advices. Fluc- 
tuations were irregular, an early ad- 
Vance to 16.53 for May being followed 
by a reaction to 16.31 with that de- 
livery closing at 16.36. The general 
list closed barely steady, net 10 points 
higher to 10 points lower. New crop 
deliveries were relatively easy not- 
withstanding bullish advices from the 
southwest, and closed at the low point 
of the day under selling by houses with 
Liverpool connections. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 3 to 13 points in response 
to relatively firm cables. The strength 
abroad was largely attributed to un- 
settled shipping conditions which 


tended to neutralize its effect and the 
announcement that President Wilson 
would appear before congress lead to 
realizing by recent buyers. Prices 
eased off several points off, in conse- 
quence, then rallied on trade buying, 
while there was also buying by houses 
with Liverpool connections. 

May sold up to 16.53 and October to 
16.12 on this bulge or about 15 to 24 
points net higher and approximately 
forty points from the low level of last 
Friday in the case of old crop deliver- 
jes. 

Reports that southwestern spinners 
were buying spots out of the local 
stock, and that early planted cotton 
in extreme southwest Texas could not 
be expected to germinate until there 
had been good rains, helped the rally. 
Buying was also encouraged by re- 
ports of an easier turn in trans-Atlan- 
tic war risks, but as the hour for the 
president’s address approached, prices 
eased off again, and a moderate rally 
which followed the publication of his 
message was not maintained. Trading 
was very quiet during the greater part 
of the day, and the market was sensi- 
tive to small orders with sentiment un- 
settled during the afternoon by reports 
that one of the larger ocean liners had 
been sunk. Closing prices were a 
shade up from the lowest on old crop 
months as a result of covering.

In New Orleans. 

New Orleans, February 26.—Small 
advances were scored in the | cotton 
market here today as the result of sev- 
eral bullish features. The address of 
President Wilson at first was followed 
by an unsettled market and a decline 
to the lowest levels of the session on 
the fear that armed neutrality might 
jead to war, but bullish traders bought 
freely on the decline and lifted the 
market well up toward the highest 
levels of the day again. Their view 
was that the measures outlined in the 
address would restore American ship- 
ping to the seas and allow exportation 
of cotton to be resumed. The net 
changes for the day were an advance 
of 2 to 7 points on the old crop months 
and a decline of 1 point on the new. 

The opening was at the advance, in 
svinpathy with higher Liverpool prices 
than due. Buying was moderately 
stimulated by a private bureau report 
on ginning, showing a total output for 
the season of 11,360,000 bales. Bullish 
sentiment was further’ strengthened 
by complaints of drought in Texas and 
of too much moisture in portions of 
the central belt. 

At the highest of the day, the trading 
months were 13 to 18 points‘over Sat- 
urday’s close. At the lowest the most 
active months were 2 to 7 points un- 
der. At its lowest, the March position 
stood unchanged compared to last 
week's close, and the steadiness of 
that month was considered a reflection 
of the strength of the spot market.

WHEAT PRICES SAG. 
FOLLOWING REPORT 


Sinking of Laconia Causes 
Declines in Quotations. 
President’s Message Seem- 
ingly Has No Effect on the 
Pit—Corn and Oats Follow 
Wheat—Provisions Gain. 


Chicago, February 26.—Wheat prices 
today suffered moderate declines, 
chiefly as a result of the sinking of 
the Laconia. President Wilson’s ad- 
dress to congress appeared to have 
no effect on the market.

Provisions 
rose 10 to 25c. 


Notwithstanding that it was known 
Ester to the opening, that President 

ilson would go before congress and 
request support in employing armed 
force to protect American marine 
rights, the wheat trade showed no 
trace of excitement, and on the con- 
trary was more steady than usual 
Keen interest was manifested in the 
president’s action, but as an influence 
on values, his course seemed to have 
been fully anticipated. Only narrow 
fluctuations took place until word 
came that the Laconia had been tor- 
pedoed without warning -and_ that 
Americans. were aboard. Persistent 
Selling thénm developed, and for the 
rest of the day the bear side of the 
market manifestly had the advantage. 

A sharp falling off in the United 
States visible supply counteracted to 
some extent the depressing conse- 
quences on wheat prices that the loss 
of the Laconia might otherwise have 
brought about. Bullish estimates were 
also current as to the amount of farm 
reserves. Besides, the outlook for the 
domestic winter crop remained up- 
promising. On the other hand, no im- 
provement was noticeable in regard 
to the railway blockade at the grain 
elevators here.

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WILSON’S MESSARE 
SUBDUES MARKET 


President’s Address to Con- 
gress Is Outstanding Inci- 
dent of Dull Session in the 
Financial Market — Busi- 
ness Active at Close. 


New York, February 26.—President 
Wilson’s message to congress request- 
ing authority to arm American ships 
and recommending other means for the 
Protection of the country’s merchant 
marine was the outstanding incident 
of today’s dull and professional market. 

Trading was almost at a standstill 
during the mid-session while the news 
tickers were issuing excerpts of the 
president’s address, but business be- 
came more active in the final hour to 
the accompaniment of the day’s best 
prices. 

Extreme gains of 2% and 4% points, 
respectively, were scored by mercantile 
marine common and preferred, with 
2% for United Fruit and 6% for At- 
lantic, Gulf and West Indies. 

United States Steel moved unevenly 

at times, but steady absorption of fair- 
ly large lots finally effected an ex- 
treme gain of 2 points, with an aver- 
age of one point for allied industrials, 
notably Lackawanna and Crucible 
Steels and Republic Iron. 
_ Metals, particularly American Smelt- 
ing and Anaconda, Utah and Inspira- 
tion Coppers, hardened on familiar 
trade reports of a favorable character 
and equipments such as General Elec- 
tric, Central Leather, American Can 
and American and Baldwin Locomotives 
were firm to strong. 

Oils were unusually active, consider- 
ing the relatively narrow scope of the 
day’s operations, with Texas Company 
leading at a gross advance of 4% 
points. Some of the motors, sugars 
and fertilizers suggested further short 
covering and utilities were featured by 
Brooklyn Transit which rose 1% points 
on declaration of the regular dividend.

Sugar. 
Néw York, February 26.—Unfavorable de- 
velopments in Cuba ever Sunday caused con- 
siderable excitement in the sugar market 
today with offerings restricted by private 
reports that certain cane fields had been 
fired by the Cuban. rebels. There were 
sales early of 14,000 bags of Cubdas for 
rompt clearance at 4c, cost and freight, 
,000 bags of San Domingo full duty afloat 
at 4c and about 62,000 bags of Porto Rico 
in port and March shipment at 4.89 to 5.02 
for centrifugal. Later, however, bids of 
4%,c for Cubas, cost and freight, were re- 
fused by holders and the market closed 
strong with nothing offering below 4c. 
On the basis of the last business Cubas 
were quoted nominal at 4c, cost and freight, 
equal to 6.02 for centrifugal and 4.15 for 
molasses. 
No change was reported in refined sugar 
with list prices ranging from 7.00 to 8.00 
for fine granulated. There was a moderate 
inquiry in the street, but business was light 
owing to uncertainty as to shipment and 
with refiners inclined to discourage fresh 
business, some of them being practically 
out of the market, as indicated by the range 
of prices. 
Trading in futures was active with prices 
higher on covering by sellers of last week 
and fresh buying brought in by the less 
favorable view of conditions in Cuba. 
Naturally the firmness of the spot market 
and reduced crop estimates served to stimu- 
late the demand, but the close was a few 
points off from the best under realizing, 
showing a net advance of 21 to 28 points. 
Sales were reported of 24,000 tons. A lead- 
ing Cuban statistician reduced his crop esti- 
mate by over 500,000 tons with thetotal out- 
turn now estimated at 3,000,000 tons.

TEXT OF THE MEASURE 
SUGGESTED BY WILSON 


It Provides for Arming Mer- 
chant Ships and for Bond 
Issue of $100,000,000. 


February 26.—After 
conferences with democratic and re- 
leaders, Chairman Flood, of 
the house foreign affairs committee, 
introduced late today a bill authoriz- 
ing the president to arm merchant 
ships and use “such other instrumen- 
talities as necessary” to protect them 
on the high seas, and providing for a 


special bond issue of $100;000,000. 

The bill was referred to the commit- 
tee, which will meet tomorrow morn- 
ing to consider it. At the same time 
the senate foreign relations committee 
will consider the pesident’s tentative 
draft of a similar measure submitted 


by Chairman Stone. 
The text of the Flood bill follows: 


“Be it emacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America, in congress assem- 
bled, that the president of the United 
States be and is hereby authorized and 
empowered to supply merchant ships, 
the property of citizens of the United 
States and bearing American registry, 
with defensive arms, should it, in his 
judgment, become necessary for him to 
do so, and also with the necessary am- 
munition and means of making use of 
them in defense against unlawful at- 
tack; and that he be and is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to employ such 
other instrumentalities and methods as 
may in his judgment and _ discretion 
seem necessary and adequate to protect 
such ships and the citizens of the Unit- 
ed States in their lawful and peaceful 
pursuits on the high seas. 

“Section 2. The sum of one hundred 
million dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated to be expended 
by the president of the United States 
for the purposes herein stated, the said 


sum to be available until the lst day of 
January, 1918, and the president is au- 
thorized to transfer as much -thereof 
as he may deem necessary to the bu- 
reau of war risk insurance created by 
act of congress, approved September 2, 
1914, for thé purpose of insuring ves- 
sels, their freight, passage moneys and 
cargoes against loss or damage by the 
present risk of war. 
Bond Issue of $1,000,000,000. 

“Section 3. For the purpose of meet- 
ing the expenditures herein authorized, 
the secretary of the treasury, under the 
direction of the president, is hereby au- 
thorized to borrow on the credit of the 
United States and to issue therefore 
bonds of the United States, not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate $100,000,000, said 
bonds to be in such form and subject 
to such terms and conditions as the sec- 
retry of the treasury may prescribe, 
and to bear interest at the rate not 
exceeding 3 per centum per annum; 
provided that such bonds shall be sold 
at not less than par, shall not carry the 
circulating privilege, and that all citi- 
zens of the United States shall be 
given an equal opportunity to sub- 
scribe therefor, but no commission shall 
be allowed or paid thereon; that both 
principal and interest shall be payable 
in United States gold coin of the pres- 
ent standard of value, and be exempt 
from all taxation’ in any form of all 
state, municipal or local authorities; 
that any bonds issued hereunder may, 
under such conditions as the secretary 
of the treasury may prescribe, be con- 
vertible into bonds bearing a higher 
rate of interest than thre per centum 
per annum if any bonds shall be issued 
by the United States at a higher rate 
than three per centum P gent annum by 
virtue of any act passed on or béfore 
December 31, 1918. , 

“Section 4, In order to pay the nec- 
essary expenses connected with the said 
issue of bonds, or any conversions 
thereof a sum not exceeding one-fifth 
of one per centum of the amount of 
bonds herein authorized to be issued or 
what may be converted, is hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated to be 
expended as the secretary of the treas-

The press of the United States is al- 
most unanimous in declaring that con- 
gress should give President Wilson the 
power he asks in order to fight the 
German submarine menace. 

Expressions from some of the papers 


follow: 

New York Times: The president is 
right. The time and the occasion 
for action have come. We must defend 
our people and our seamen in the ex- 
ercise of their rights or make a cow- 


ardly surrender to the power that has 
forbidden us to exercise them. All 
partisanship, all pettiness, all thought 
of any other interest than of the na- 
tion, now so seriously threatened, must 
be laid aside and the authority he asks 
for conferred upon the president. 
New York World: There ought to be 
no question whatever in congress 
about granting to President Wilson 
the full measure of money and credit 
for which he has asked in order to 


protect American lives and American 
ships on the high seas. The powers 
that the president desires are powers 
barely short of war, but the Situation 
is barely short of war. 


Must Be Armed Neutrality. 


New York Herald: There was noth- 
ing dramatic, nothing in the nature 
of an effort to build up a case, nothing 
of an appeal to passion, neither bom- 
bast nor exaggeration, in the presi- 
dent’s presentation of the facts which 
make it imperative that the nation’s 
policy henceforth must be one of arm- 
ed neutrality. If it fell short in any 
respect, it was in being too mild a 
picture of menace contained in the 
Prussian frightfulness, with its total 
disregard of neutral and American 
rights. 

Cincinnati Enquirer: The address of 
Mr. Wilson was dignified, temperate 
and without dramatic appeal. ‘ 
Nothing Should be more apparent than 
that the president is concerned merely 
in the conservation and preservation 
of the rights of neutrals. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: The 
crisis is so grave we are so far from 
full readiness to meet it, that the mod- 
eration of the president’s language, the 
deliberation with which he takes one 
step at a time, the care with which he 
avoids any suggestion of war, is likely 
to meet with general approval. 

Washington Post: It is impossible to 
believe that partisanship can go so far 
as to oppose or deny this request. The 
president makes it plain that he is try- 
ing to avoid war. . . . When American 
Ships, protected by the American gov- 
ernment, go out upon the seas the de- 
cision as to war or peace will rest with 
Germany. ‘ . The United States can- 
not fail to defend and maintain its 
right to use the seas without surrender- 
ing its independence. 


Citizens Must Be Protected. 


San Francisco Chronicle: If this gov- 
ernment defines the rights of American 
citizens on the high seas, it is morally 
bound to provide for the protection of 
those rights by whatever means are 
found necessary. 

Spokane (Wash.) Chronicle: 
dent Wilson has spoken for humanity. 
The Stars and Stripes are not to be 
bluffed off the high seas. The presi- 
dent has pronounced a policy that is 
certain to command the support of the 
nation’s strength. 

Chicago Herald: The president does 
not now want war; congress does not 
want war; the nation does not want 
war. But in the life of every people 
there come moments when the desire 
for peace must be subordinated to piti- 
less necessity. Such a moment may 
come in 1917 as it came in 1861. 

New York Tribune: Congress should 
not hesitate to grant President Wilson 
the power which he asked for yester- 
day, in so far as he reduced his requests 
to concrete form and in so far as it is 
possible to embody them in clear and 
precise terms in legislation. 

Springfield (Mass.) Republican: The 
Plan of the president seems to be all 
that the present national exigency 
would warrant, in the opinion of the 
majority of the American people. 
Congress cannot afford to view the sit- 
uation with any lurking desire to em- 
barrass the president for partisan ad- 
vantage or to exhibit him to the cen- 
tral powers as lacking the support of 
the representatives of the people.

New War Loan at 5 Per 
Cent Great Success—Total 
Offerings Over $5,000,000,- ; 
000 From Over 5,000,000; 
Persons. 


London, February 26.—There was a 
scene of great enthusiasm in the house : 
of commons today when Andrew Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, an- 
nounced that Great Britain’s third war 
loan was by far the greatest voluntary 
contribution by the people of any bel- 
ligerent nation. More than 1,000,000,000 
pounds ‘sterling of new money, with 
more than 5,000,000 subscribers, were 
the stupendous figures which the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer confessed he 
would have thought it impossible to 
raise. 
Loans Bears Five Per Cent. 

The loan has resulted in a striking 
victory for the government over the 
professional financiers, since bankers 
had advised the treasury department 
that it could not be floated at less than 
Six per cent. Mr. Law at the time 
declared that he preferred to risk 
failure in an attempt at a five per 
cent loan rather than to place six per 
cent as the standard of the nation’s 
credit. The chancellor's highest ex- 
pectations had been for 600,000,000 
pounds sterling of new money. 

The total of “new money” in- 
cludes the conversion of nearly 131,- 
000,000 pounds sterling short term 
treasury bills, and there is a difference 
of opinion whether they should be re- 
garded as such, some financiers tak- 
ing the negative ground that they rep- 
resent mormey which the government 
already has spent. 

Mr. Bonar Law pointed out particu- 
larly that while the German loans had 
successively become smaller, the Brit- 
ish loans had increa’sed in size. 

A number of persons had made gifts 
of money. Others had put in money, 
amounting to 196,000 pounds sterling, 
free of interest during the war, while 
many, Principally ladies, had sent gifts 
of jewelry. One lady wrote saying she 
had no money, but enclosed a brace- 
let to be turned into a bullion. 

The chancellor paid tribute to all 
those concerned into the issue of loan, 
attributing its success to one case, 
“The patriotism of the people of this 
country.” 

The result of the loan was an evi- 
dence of the financial ability of this 
country to see the war through to a 
—— conclusion, Mr. Bonar Law 
said.

Thomas Hooker, a young farmer, who 
today shot and killed J. C. Ward, a boy- 
hood companion, at the door of the 
sheriff's office in the county court- 
latter was on 
his way fo a courtroom to plead to an 
indictment in connection with the kill- 
ing of Hooker’s brother, Louis, was 
quoted in a statement made public to- 
night by Sheriff Tate as saying that 
he killed Ward in self-defense. 

Ward, according to the statement 
credited to Hooker, is alleged to have 
“made a move as if to draw a gun,” 
when Hooker drew his pistol and fired.

His body was found 
floating in Wolf River and Ward and 
Charles H. Baxter, Hooker’s partners 
in the cattle business, were arrested, 
charged with the killing. Both were 
released under bond. Baxter left Mem- 
phis after his release. His whereabouts
